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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES, 


FOR THE YEARS 1886-7. 


To THE GOVERNOR: 


Said trustees respectfully submit the following as their report 
of the condition of the institution committed to their charge : 

The Asylum buildings, machinery, etc., have been kept in as 
good condition as the limited means at our disposal have enabled 
us to keep them. We have endeavored, by the expenditure from 
time to time, of small sums from the support fund (the only fund 
at our disposal except a small sum received from the furnishing 
fund, and small amounts paid to the Steward for board of special 
attendants), with the labor and skill of the carpenter and engineer, 
to prevent deterioration, but have been unable, for the want of 
funds, to make many needed repairs, which, if left undone much 
longer will result in serious damage to the property. 

We respectfully recommend that a small appropriation, not 
less than one thousand dollars annuaily, be made by the Legisla- 
ture for this purpose. l 

The yield of garden and field products have not been as good 
as we desired, The failure in this respect is attributable, princi- 
pally, to the poor, dry, thirsty soil, and unusually dry seasons, 
particularly the present year. This. of course, largely increased 
our expenditures for provisions, 

For the want of sufficient pasturage, resulting from the causes 
above mentioned, the milk and butter supply has been insuffic- 
ient to meet the wants of the patients. 'The purchase of feed 
stuffs, especially in winter season, necessary to keep the live stock 
in even passable condition, and to obtain a limited supply of 
milk, has necessarily increased expenditures. 

The water supply failed for the first time, during the past sum- 
mer, in consequence of the dry weather. To obtain water from 
another source became necessary, and involved considerable ex- 
pense, which, though extraordinary, and not anticipated, had to 
be met out of the support fund. We have hopes that an abun- 
dantsupply of water will be obtained during the coming winter, 
and that no failure will occur again. 

We feel constrained to say that the appropriation made by the” -- 
Legislature of 1886 for the supportof the Asylum, was insufficient 
for the comfort and actual wants of the unfortunate inmates. 
"This doubtless grew out of a `misunderstanding of the actual 


- 
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amount of the indebtedness of the Asylum, which, by the terms 
of that part of the act entitled “tan act to make appropriation 
to defray the expenses of the State government for the years 
1886 and 1887," approved March 78, 1886, relating to the sup- 
port of the East Mississippi Insane Asylum, was required to be 
paid out of tlie appropriation for 1886. When the present mem 

bers of the board of trustees took charge of the interests of the 
Asylum, about April x. 1886, they found outstanding claims against 
the Asylum, including the current expenses from the close of the 
previous fiscal year, amounting to about $32,000 This amount 
taken frum the appropriation for 1886, left us with which to pro 

vide food, clothing, medicines, fuel, water, etc., and for the pay- 
ment of salaries and wages of officers and employes, and for divers 
other necessary expenditures, for the remainder of the year, end- 
ing December ist, the sum of about $13,000. Itis unnecessary 
to say that this amount was insufficient. On December ist, 1386, 
the indebtedness of the Asylum, after exhausting the appropria- 
tion for 1886, amounted to $4,636.76. and the inmates, then, we 
regret to say, had not been adequately provided for Ou: of the 

appropriation for 1887 we had to pay this debt, and to make ex- 

pendituresërendered necessary by the inadequacy of funds the 
previous year. On December 1st, 1887, the indebtedness of the 
Asylum, after deducting cash on hand, $683.49, reserved for 
necessary cash expenditures, is $1,253.31. 

We are, therefore, compelled to purchase supplies on time, 
(from thirty to ninety days probably, to be paid for when the ap- 
propriation for 1888 shall have become available This suggests 
the importance, and the wisdom of an early appropriation, or ofa 
deficiency appropriation. 

By the terms ofthe act of 1882 providing for the erection of 
this Asylum, it was required that not less than four hundred acres 
ofland should be obtained, by donation, or otherwise, for the lo- 
cation. The city of Meridian purchased, and donated to the 
State, five hundred and fifty-six acres. The Asylum is located 
near the northeast corner of the tract, over one mile from the 
southern boundary. Two hundred acres of this land will proba- 
bly never be needed for use by the Asylum. Some of it, say 
one hundred and twenty acres, on the southern, and southeastern 
boundary, while of but little value for agricultural purposes, espe 
cially to the Asylum, has become quite valuable, and m demand 
for suburban building purposes on account of the growth of the 
city—the donor of the land—and, if offered for sale, would com- 
mand good prices, perhaps one hundred dollars per acre. We 
respectfully recommend that the Legislature authorize and em- 
power the trustees to sell, or exchange for other lands contiguous 
to the Asylum, and much needed by it eighty or one hundred 
and twenty acres of the land most remote from the buildings, or 
which might be disposed of without damage to the remainder, the 
proceeds of sales to be used in the erection of improvements. 

We have, as far as practicable, conformed to the act of the Leg- 
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islature of 1886, regulating the purchase of supplies, and by the 
close competition thus brought about, been ‘enabled to purchase ` 
at wholesale prices. a A 

We have found it necessary to adopt a strict construction of 
the law regulating the admission of patients into the Asylum. 
We have therefore refused to admit patients upon the certificates 
of two physicians, alone, as we are informed, has been the prac- 
tice. In this view we are sustained by a decision of the Chan- 
cellor of this District upon the hearing of a writ of habeas corpus. 

We think the very full, and excellent report of Dr. Rice, the 
efficient Medical Superintendent, which we herewith submit, 
renders it unnecessary for us to go into further details, and we 
respectfully commend the many wise, and timely suggestions con- 
tained in his report. 

We think the condition ofthe patients, taking everything into 
consideration, will compare favorably with that of the inmates of 
other similar institutions. 

The present Steward of the Asylum, Mr. Lilly Smith, was ap- 
pointed by the board of trustees for one year from September 1, 
1886, and reappointed for one year from September 1, 1887. He 
gave a good bond, for each year, in the penalty of ten thousand 
dollars, These bonds are payable to the State, and are on file in the 
office of the Auditor of Public Accounts Mr. Smith has dis- 
charged his duties faithfully and efficiently, and as will appear 
from an inspection of them, his books of account are faultlessly 
kept. We think if the law were so amended as to empower the 
Steward to appoint an assistant, with the concurrence of the trus- 
tees, it would probably add to the efficiency of the service. 

We submit herewith a statement of the finances ofthe Asylum, 
prepared by the Steward, and which we approve as correct :

Report of Superintendent, 


MERIDIAN, Miss., December 1st, 1887. 
To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN: As the law directs, I come to make to you my 
second report of the doings and condition of the Asylum for the 
past two years, that of 1886 and 1887. 

By reference to table No. 1 of this report, “Movement of 
Population,” it will be seen that we had 213 patients remaining 
at last report; that we received in the year 1886 100 more, and 
in 1887 we admifted 96, having treated during the two years 409 
persons. 

Of this number we have discharged, cured, 77; improved 24; 
unimproved 8: not insane 5; by order of the court z; eloped 2; 
died 61; leaving remaining at this time 230. 

By reference to tables No. 1o and 11 it will be seen that most 
of those received are chronic cases ot long standing, with incura- 
ble diseases It is therefore evident that depletion in numbers 
from those on hand at this time, must of necessity be from deaths. 

In my first report I called attention to the excess of incurable 
cases. 

It will be remembered that upon the opening of the Asylum 
on the 12th of January, 1885, the jails and poor houses, and even 
the rural districts had many chronic cases that had been for 
years trying to gain admittance to the State Lunatic Asylum, but 
were deprived for want of room to accommodate them, who were 
at once sent to this Asylum, filling it ina very short time, most 
of whom were incurable cases. 

The general health of the patients has been very good, but few 
cases of fever, or other of the ordinary diseases of the country 
have prevailed among the household, a few cases of measles and 
mumps. We have had four deaths from consumption, and have 
other cases on hand that must of necessity follow. We have 
Many epileptics. the termination of which there is yet known to 
science but one solution. : 

There is no question that these people are the generic charities 
of the State, and that proper provision will have to be made for 
them. We must recognize the fact that insanity is on the in- 
crease, both among the whites and blacks, but the increase among 
the negroes 3eeis proportionally greater. 
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Several Southern States have Asylums for their insane negroes, 
besides those for the whites, and other States are now looking to 
the establishment of colored insane Asylums, and I can but think 
that with the hundred and eighty four insane negroes in the State 
that it wculd be a wise provision on the part of our lawmakers 
to establish an Insane Isylum for negroes in this State. 

There are many additions necessary to tbis Asylum. Some to 
protect the building, and others for the actual comfort and health 
of the patients. We opened for occupancy an unfinished Asylum, 
and have ever since suffered from the consequent inconvenience 
and disadvantage of the same. 

The terrace promised in my last report is finished and supple- 
ments the rough, rugged gullies in front of the Asylum, and adds 
materially to the perspective of the building. : 

The lake I mentioned 1n my last report as being excavated in 
the rear of the building to supply an abundance of good water, 
will be finished by January the first. It has certainly been a 
herculean job, done by the patients. lasting over a period of more 
than two years. Patiently they have deposited one barrow full 
of dirt after another; we could gradually see it assuming propor- 
tions, until now it shows to be a reality ; it is two hundred and 
forty yards long, averaging seventy yards wide. and will have an 
average depth əf twenty five feet. This lake has cost the State 
comparatively nothing; it could not have been built with hired 
labor for less than thirty thousand dollars. 

A portion of the dirt taken from this lake has been deposited in 
an unsightly hollow in our cow and horse lots. giving us two nice 
level lots. I feel confident that with the lake, terrace. and other 
grading done around and about the Asylum, not less than forty 
thousand dollars worth of work has been done, costing the State 
comparatively nothing. 

We are indebted to Mr. Pierson, a philanthropic New Yorker, 
for a nice library of standard volumes of literature, together with 
many handsome pictures and chromos. I ,would suggest that 
they be framed and hung upon the walls of the wards and rooms 
of the patients as they were intended, We are deeply sensible of 
the obligation and in grateful remembrance, I have named it 
“The Pierson Library.” 

To a most liberal-hearted and generous personal friend I am 
indebted for the donation to the Asylum of a handsome bed- 
room set of furniture, consisting of bedstead, springs, beds, bed- 
ding. blankets, pillows, china toilet set and tin set, wardrobe, 
marble-top dressing case and washstand, a marble-top table, fold- 
ing lounge and rocking chair, carpet and direct radiator for the 
room. 

This room is kept for the use of any invalid lady patients that 
may require isolation during severe spells of sickness. 1 am 
under obligations to the same generous friend for a years sub- 
scription for the Bell Telephone from Meridian to the Asylum, 
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costing seventy five dollars. The donations will aggregate three 

hundred dollars. - - 
Our thanks are due Mr. L. P. Rowsey, of Rienzi, for a power 

cross-cut saw with which he presented the Asylum. i 

We are under renewed obligations for the regular issues of the 
following newspapers, viz: The Jackson Clarion, Pascagoula Dem- 
crat-Star, the Carthegenian, the Vicksburg Commercial-Herald, 
the State Ledger, the Aberdeen Weekly, the Columbus Index and 
the Columbus Dispatch. 

The Superintendent is especially grateful to the young gentle- 
men of Meridian for a display of fire-works in front of the Asy- 
lum for the edification of the patients on last Christmas. 

We have had two changes in the staff of the Asylum since our 
last report. : 

The first, that of Steward, in which Mr. Lilly Smith fills the 
place of Capt. H. D. Cameron. 

In that of Assistant Physician, Dr. G. S. Johnson, of Coahoma 
county, Miss., in place of Dr. J. M. Buchanan, who has resumed 
the practice of medicine in Meridan, Miss. 

Imustnote the fact that our engineer. Mr. H. V. Horton, in 
addition to his other duties, has made us in the past two years, 
three hundred and forty-two barrels ofnice soft soap. 

Iherewith append the Matron's report, 

, Knowing nothing of the finances of the Asylum, I can have no 
comments or suggestions to make.
